The figures of births and deaths for the week 
ending 9th July, i960 shown in this statement relate 
to 226 towns in the States of Andhra Pradesh, Delhi, 
Madhya Pradesh, Madras, Maharashtra, Mysore, 
Orissa, Punjab, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal. 
These towns account for a population of 38,567 
thousand out of a total population of 51,767 thousand 
in the country in 359 towns, each having a popula- 
tion of 30,000 and oyer. 


In 205 towns having a population of 33,521 
thousand in Group I, where registration is com- 
paratively more complete, 16,500 births and 6,095 
deaths were recorded giving a birth rate of 25*6 
and a death rate of 9 ■ 5 per thousand of population.
